New Yoi*, June 8. — Morris Foley, 
suffering frons two bullet wounds and 
cuu In the bead, accuaad bis wife and 
her daugtater. Hanna i^ooVt, ot at- 
tempting his murder and thO tWO Wo- 
men are in custody at Sheepshead bay. 

Foley says bla wife held him, while 
his stepdaughter ahot him. Foley la 
66 years old and a mechanic. He has 
lived at Sheepshead Bay all his life 
and has acquired considerable prop- 
eity. His family confiists of his wife, 
Ellen, 47 years old; a daughter, Han- 
na Poole, and two little girls. Tbe 
younger Chllilren, accordirp; to the wife 
and elder daughter, were the cause of 
his injuries. 

A disturbance in the ^oley house- 
hold attracted the attention of nefgh- 
bors and police. When the officers In- 
quired for Foley his wife and step- 
daugdttr .«aid they did not know where 
he was. The bouse was entered by the 
policemen, who found everjrthing in 
a state of "bonfusion. In nearly every 
room the furniture had been smashed. 
All the windows were broken. 

On the floor the police found blood- 
stains which led down the stairs to 
the basement There Foley was found, 
seemingly dead, lying In a dark corner, 
under the stationary washtubs. His 
face and clothing were covered witb 
blood. 

A closer examination showed tbara 
was a large bullet wound In his hesd 

from which blood was still flowing. 
Another bullet wound was found in 
the man's neck Just under tbe right 
Jaw. Them waa alao three vicious 
looking eoti dn Ftiiay'e head, which 
appeared to have been Inflicted with a 
dull axe. The wounds bad evidently 
been made some hours before. An am- 
bulance waa called and when It ar- 
rived tha anrgeon applied restoratives. 
Ten minutes elapsed before Foley 
showed signs of returning conscious- 
ness. 

'Who shot and beat you?" naked 
the policeman. 

"My wife. Ellen, and our daughter, 
Hannah," Foley replied. "My wife held 
m° fast while my daughter flrCd at me 
with a revoiver." 
"Where did this happen?" 
"Here In the house," Foley said. 
They got mad because I beat the chil- 
dren." \^ 

Re fore he could say more the In- 
jured man lapaed into unconscious- 
ness. Hit was taken to the hospital 
with no hope for his recovery. 

The women both denied Foley's sto- 
ry. They said they had been shop- 
ping in Brooklyn and arrived home at 
6 p. m. Foley was drunk and bad 
broken nearly all tba furniture in tba 
bona*.
